Privacy  doesn 't  extend  to  trash 


After  conducting  several  “field  sobriety  tests,”  Officer 
Elaine  Chapman  found  a  vial  allegedly  full  of  cocaine  in 
Watson’s  pocket,  said  Lt.  Robert  &ay. 

Watson  told  the  officer  the  substance  was  not  his,  but  he 
refused  to  reveal  its  source  because  “he  didn’t  want  to 
implicate  his  frienfis,”  Gray  said. 

Blood-alcohol  tests  later  were  administered,  but  police 
declined  to  reveal  precise  results.  'T  can  tell  you  they  were 
above  .08  percent,  the  legal  limit,”  Gray  said. 

While  not  formally  charged  with  any  offenses.  South 
Salt  Lake  City  Attorney  Clint  Balmforth  said  a  DUI 
citation  was  to  be  filed  against  Watson  Tuesday  morning 
in  the  court  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  George  Searle. 

A  decision  on  drug  charges  will  be  made  next  week 
pending  results  of  toxicology  tests  conducted  by  the  state 
crime  lab,  he  said. 

Yengich,  noting  there  was  “a  question  of  ownership  of 
the  controlled  substance,”  said  his  client  had  only  been 
charged  with  a  DUI.  “We  do  reiterate,  they  are  only 
charges,”  the  attorney  said. 

Watson  apologized  through  Yengich  to  Salt  Lake 
County  residents,  who  he  said  had  overwhelmed  him  with 
telephone  calls  and  messages  of  support. 

As  he  and  his  wife  were  walking  into  Yengich’s  office  for 
the  news  conference,  Watson  said,  a  person  handed  him  a 
note  that  read:  “You  made  a  mistake.  The  whole  world 
isn’t  going  to  end.  You’ve  got  to  forgive  yourself  and  go 
on.” 

“I  am  going  to  try  to  do  that  in  the  next  few  weeks,”  the 
commissioner  said.  His  political  future,  however,  may  be 
decided  in  the  next  few  days.

Presidents  exchange  ideas

Thursday,  Utah  university  and 
college  presidents  gathered  to  ex¬ 
change  ideas  at  the  Eighth  Annual 
Conference  on  Academic  Advising 
held  at  Cliff  Lodge  in  Snowbird. 

“Enhancing  the  First- Year  Expe¬ 
rience,”  was  the  conference  theme 
which  specifically  concerned  incom¬ 
ing  freshmen  and  transfer  students. 

“We’re  talking  about  something 
much  larger  and  complex  —  building 
minds,  character,  worlds  and  other 
things,”  said  Chase  Peterson,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  University  of  Utah. 

The  keynote  address  was  a  panel 
of  college  and  university  presidents, 
moderated  by  Dr.  Cecilia  Foxley, 
Associate  Commissioner  of  Higher 
Education. 

'Two  questions  were  proposed  to

the  panel  by  Foxley:  'What  was  each 
president’s  own  personal  experi¬ 
ences  as  a  first-year  college  student, 
and  what  did  they  feel  were  the  nec¬ 
essary  components  for  a  freshmen 
and  transfer  student? 

According  to  BYU  President,  Jef¬ 
frey  R.  Holland,  the  most  important 
ingredient  to  an  incoming  freshmen 
is  preparation  before  entering  col¬ 
lege. 

“Your  best  work  is  before  you  step 
through  the  door  and  good  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  parents,  with  an  in¬ 
creased  effort  to  understand  parents 
and  teacher’s  expectations,  academi¬ 
cally  and  emotionally,”  said  Holland. 

“It’s  important  for  teachers  and 
administrators  not  to  foreload  the 
student  with  computer  jargon.  Rise 
above  technology  and  approach  ad¬ 
vising,”  said  Holland. 

According  to  Holland,  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  make  clear  to  all  new  students 
what  college  will  be  like  and  what  to 
expect.  “Colleges  and  universities 
are  one  of  the  most  precious  places  bn 
the  earth  today.  We  water  what  we 
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President  Holland  speaks  at  a  panel  discussion  along  with 
other  university  and  college  presidents  in  Utah. 


want  to  grow.  We  do  not  yield  to  his- 
topr,  we  cultivate  and  shape  it,”  he 
said.  Professors  need  to  be  more  per¬ 
sonal  the  first  year  and  get  involved 
with  students  as  early  as  possible,  said 
Holland. 

“I’m  a  little  troubled  when  I  have 
students  that  want  letters  for  gradu¬ 
ate  school.  I  return  by  telling  them 
‘wouldn’t  it  be  better  to  get  a  profes¬ 
sor  to  write  it?’  Many  times  they  an¬ 
swer  by  saying,  ‘I  don’t  know  any 
close  enough,”’  he  said. 

Utah  State  President  Stanford 
Cazier  said  curriculums  have  changed 
and  there  has  been  a  knowledge  explo¬ 
sion. 

According  to  Cazier,  academic  ad¬ 
vising  wasn’t  good  when  he  began 
school. 

“There  are  now  many  services  to  ac¬ 
cess  the  needs  of  students.  We  value 
peer  advising  —  they  know  where  the 
good  professors  are.  Professors  can 
definitely  change  the  students  self-im¬ 
age.” 

Salt  Lake  Community  College  Pres- 


ident  Orville  Carnahan  said  most 
freshmen  enter  college  undecided, 
unprepared  and  uneasy. 

“Look  at  the  students’  back¬ 
ground  and  needs.  Advising  is  im¬ 
portant  for  them  to  open  their 
minds,”  said  Carnahan. 

President  Peterson  said  each 
student  needs  a  positive  experi¬ 
ence  their  first  year  to  keep  them 
going. 

Southern  Utah  State  College 
President  Gerald  Sherratt  said  a 
transition  takes  place  from  high 
school  to  college  and  it  is  important 
for  students  to  understand  this 
when  they  get  to  college. 

“Sometimes  we  fail  in  reaching 
the  students.  It’s  usually  the  ones 
we  don’t  feel  need  it  as  much,”  said 
Sherratt. 

Weber  State  College  President 
Stephen  Nadauld  said  four  things 
are  required  to  have  a  successful 
first  year  of  college:  accessibility, 
orientation,  advisement  and  men¬ 
toring.

Democratic  Senate  hopeful  Brian 
Moss’  visit  to  Utah  County’s  Demo¬ 
cratic  Convention  is  another  of  the 
many  events  he  describes  as  “rallies 
of  the  faithful.” 

Moss  has  the  backing  of  state  Dem¬ 
ocratic  leaders,  but  still  faces  official 
inter-party  competition  for  the  nomi¬ 
nation  from  Cedar  City  resident 
Joseph  Cwik. 

Seeking  the  seat  once  held  for  18 
years  by  his  father  Frank  “Ted” 
Moss,  the  Salt  Lake  City  business- 
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man  is  facing  an  uphill  struggle 
against  Republican  incumbent  Orrin 
Hatch.  Currently  seeking  a  third  six- 
year-term  in  office.  Hatch  has  accu¬ 
mulated  a  campaign  war  chest  total¬ 
ing  $1.4  million  as  compared  to 
$15,000  for  Moss.  Also  a  recent  KSL- 
Dan  Jones  &  Associate  poll  showed 
Moss  trailing  Hatch  by  a  substantial 
margin. 

The  43-year-old  Moss  concedes 
that  Hatch  possesses  name  recogni¬ 
tion  and  fame  but  maintains  that  the 
economic  problems  facing  Utah  to¬ 
day  need  to  take  precedence  over  na¬ 
tional  issues  that  garner  more  public¬ 
ity. 

“The  people  of  Utah  would  be  bet¬ 
ter  off  if  they  had  someone  back 
there  who  was  truly  concerned  about 
what’s  going  on  at  home.  I  have  a 
practical  base  that  I  pursue  ...  to  do 
my  best  to  help  the  people  of  Utah  in 
their  relationships  with  the  federal 
government,”  said  Moss. 

Regarding  education.  Moss  con¬ 
tends  that  “Orrin  Hatch  philosophi¬ 
cally  has  been  absolutely  opposed  to 
any  assistance  from  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  for  education.”  Moss  be¬ 
lieves  emphasis  towards  education 
should  be  extended  to  a  national 
level,  and  not  confined  to  only  the 
state  and  local  areas. 

Moss  bemoans  what  he  sees  as 
other  states  benefiting  from  poten¬ 
tial  Utah  educators  seeking  employ¬ 
ment  elsewhere.  He  advocates  that 
“the  federal  government  has  a  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  assist  in  education  on 
,  a  shared  basis  with  the  state.” 

The  candidate  describes  federal 
assistance  toward  Utah  education  as 
“an  investment  in  the  future”  and 
said  it  would  help  state  educators  in

!  Meese  fires  spokesman ;  his  writer  quits 

WASHINGTON  —  Attorney  General  Edwin  Meese  III  fired  the  Justice 
Department’s  chief  spokesman  for  allegedly  not  defending  him  aggressively 
enough,  and  the  head  of  Meese’s  speech-writing  unit  then  abruptly  handed  in 
his  resignation  Monday. 

In  a  letter,  Justice  Department  spokesman  Terry  Eastland  said  he  had  been 
relieved  of  his  duties  Friday  and  that  he  had  defended  Meese  “to  the  best  of  my 
ability,”  while  “exercising  good  judgment  and  acting  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  obligations  of  this  office.” 

“You  have  concluded  that  my  efforts  have  not  sufficed,”  Eastland  wrote  the 
attorney  general,  who  had  appointed  him  public  affairs  director  in  April  1985. 

Eastland,  38,  is  a  staunch  political  conservative  who  has  helped  craft  many 
of  Meese’s  most  controversial  speeches  on  subjects  ranging  from  civil  rights 
policies  to  criticisms  of  Supreme  Court  rulings. 

His  dismissal  is  the  latest  in  a  string  of  departures  that  began  March  29 
when  Deputy  Attorney  General  Arnold  Burns  and  criminal  division  chief 
William  Weld  quit  out  of  concern  that  Meese’s  continued  tenure  as  attorney 
general  in  the  face  of  a  criminal  probe  was  hurting  the  Justice  Department’s 
operations,  morale  and  public  image. 

Meese’s  ties  to  the  scandal-plagued  Wedtech  Corp.  and  involvement  with  an 
-  Iraqi  oil  pipeline  have  been  the  focus  of  a  criminal  investigation  launched  May 
:  11,  1987.

Pretty,  Great  State  Year.”  The  cam¬ 
paign  is  designed  to  encourage 
Utahns  to  take  pride  in  their  state. 

“I  believe  optimism  creates  oppor¬ 
tunity,”  Bangerter  said.  “We  have  a 
choice  to  be  positive  about  what  we 
have  in  Utah.” 

The  Economic  Development  Com¬ 
mission  has  organized  a  steering  com¬ 
mittee  of  17  influential  citizens  lo¬ 
cated  throughout  the  state  to  ensure 
the  success  of  the  program. 

Alan  Barnes,  committee  coordina¬ 
tor,  said  the  state  is  anxious  to  pro¬ 


mote  tourism  and  growth  in  Utah’s 
industry  and  to  attract  relocating 
companies. 

The  campaign  will  consist  of  adver¬ 
tising,  celebrations,  contests,  ex¬ 
hibits  and  other  activities,  according 
to  Barnes.  The  campaign  will  be 
state-wide  and  will  possibly  expand  to 
surrounding  states. 

Merrill  Cook,  independent  candi¬ 
date  for  governor,  recently  criticized 
Bangerter  for  spending  tax  dollars  to 
promote  Utah  and  Bangerter’s  bid  for 
re-election. 

Cook,  a  Salt  Lake  businessman, 
said  the  timing  of  the  “Utah  —  A 
Pretty,  Great  State”  campaign  and 
the  use  of  tax  dollars  to  promote  Utah 
to  Utahns  is  just  psychological  hype. 


A  campaign  of  this  sort  should 
target  specific  audiences.  Cook  said. 
“This  campaign  is  just  preaching  to 
ourselves  of  how  great  Utah  is.” 

Funding  for  the  campaign  is  coming 
from  the  private  sector  and  the  state 
government,  said  Barnes. 

The  campaign  comes  at  a  time  when 
the  state  social  service  director  claims 
not  to  have  the  funds  to  conduct  finan¬ 
cial  audits  to  prevent  fraud  and  mis¬ 
appropriations,  Cook  said.

Geneva  Road  resurfaced

Koop  reports  nicotine  is  highly  addictive 


<  WASHINGTON  —  Surgeon  General  C.  Everett  Koop’s  declaration  Monday 
l;that  nicotine  is  addictive  like  heroin  and  cocaine  prompted  quick  introduction 
f  of  legislation  to  require  new  warnings  on  cigarette  packages. 

P  It  also  set  off  a  groundswell  of  support  from  health  and  anti-smoking  groups 
;  -and  a  firestorm  of  protest  from  the  tobacco  industry. 

• '  Koop,  at  the  start  of  a  618-page  report  that  was  no  surprise  to  researchers, 
v’said,  “Careful  examination  of  the  data  makes  it  clear  that  cigarettes  and  other 
1;  forms  of  tobacco  are  addicting.  An  extensive  body  of  research  has  shown  that 
;  nicotine  is  the  drug  in  tobacco  that  causes  addiction.  Moreover,  the  processes 
;•  that  determine  tobacco  addiction  are  similar  to  those  that  determine  addiction 
;  to  drugs  such  as  heroin  and  cocaine,”  Koop  wrote. 

;•  Those  three  sentences  in  the  report’s  preface  not  only  summed  up  the 
>;  document’s  essential  conclusion,  they  tacticly  acknowledged  that  the  report 
was  based  more  on  a  review  of  existing  research  rather  than  on  new  scientific 
7' findings. 


Traffic  delays  of  up  to  20  minutes 
should  be  expected  in  some  areas  of 
Geneva  Road  due  to  the  scheduled 
road  resurfacing  project,  according  to 
Shirley  Iverson,  information  special¬ 
ist  at  the  Utah  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation. 

Iverson  said  a  chip  coat  seal  will  be 
applied  over  a  9.4-mile  stretch  of 
Geneva  Road.  Chip  sealing  is  used  on 
many  roads,  generally  those  with  low 
to  moderate  traffic  volumes,  and  is 
applied  about  every  5  years. 

This  process  involves  spraying  liq¬ 
uid  asphalt  on  the  road  surface,  then 


spreading  and  rolling  small  gravel 
chips  into  the  asphalt  material,  after 
which  the  excess  chips  are  swept  off. 

■  This  method  of  road  resurfacing  in¬ 
hibits  air  and  moisture  deterioration 
and  helps  extend  road  life.  It  also  pro¬ 
vides  a  skid-resistant  finish.  This  rel¬ 
atively  low-cost  preventive  mainte¬ 
nance  helps  avert  more  extensive  and 
costly  repairs,  said  Iverson. 

Repairs  will  begin  10  days  after 
UDOT  has  awarded  the  contract  and 
the  expected  completion  date  is  June 
15.  Funding  for  this  poject  will  be 
through  the  UDOT  maintenance  bud¬ 
get.  There  are  four  contractors  who 
have  placed  bids,  the  lowest  coming 
from  Geneva  Rock  Products  of  prem. 


Principal  reminisces  about  crash  victims 


RADCLIFF,  Ky.  —  Principal  Charlie  Jones  thumbed  through  the  dark  blue 
1988  yearbook  of  Radcliff  Middle  School  on  Monday,  pointing  out  16  of  the 
children  who  died  in  one  of  the  worst  bus  accidents  in  U.S.  history. 

At  page  14,  the  end  of  the  yearbook’s  eighth-grade  section,  Jones  paused. 
“This  page  was  hard  hit,”  he  said,  gently  touching  the  smiling  pictures  of 
Denise  Vogland,  Amy  Wheelock,  Kristen  Williams  and  Chad  Witt. 

At  least  four  schools  were  represented  on  a  church  bus  that  crashed  Satur¬ 
day  as  it  returned  a  First  Assembly  of  God  youth  group  and  adult  chaperones 
from  the  Kings  Island  amusement  park  north  of  Cincinnati. 

Twenty-seven  on  the  bus  died  when  a  pickup  truck  being  driven  in  the 
wrong  direction  on  Interstate  71  plowed  headon  into  the  bus,  causing  its  fuel 
tanks  to  rupture  and  setting  the  bus  ablaze. 

Sixteen  people  including  the  pickup  driver,  Larry  Mahoney  of  Worthville, 
remained  hospitalized. 

The  middle  school  was  hardest  hit,  with  three  pupils  still  hospitalized 
besides  the  13  eighth  graders,  one  seventh  grader  and  two  sixth  graders  who 
were  listed  as  missing  and  presumed  dead. 

Last  hostages  freed  at  Oklahoma  prison 

STRINGTOWN,  Okla.  —  The  last  two  hostages  in  a  medium-security  prison 
were  released  unharmed  Monday,  peacefully  ending  a  59-hour  uprising  in 
which  inmates  took  eight  guards  captive  and  did  more  than  $1  million  damage. 

The  siege  at  Mack  Alford  Correctional  Facility  ended  about  10:30  a.m.  when 
the  inmates  released  Sgt.  Harold  Yoder,  then  surrendered. 

The  other  remaining  hostage,  corrections  officer  Ronnie  Scott,  was  freed 
about  a  half-hour  earlier. 

“For  all  practical  purposes,  it’s  over,”  prison  spokesman  Jerry  Massie  said. 

Friends  and  relatives  greeted  the  former  hostages,  while  nine  inmates  were 
;  strip-searched,  dressed  in  red  coveralls  and  loaded  on  a  bus. 

One  guard  and  one  inmate  were  injured  in  the  violence  that  broke  out  Friday 
night  at  the  33-year-old  prison.  ...

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State  gives  ax  murderer  execution  stay 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Ax  murderer  Elroy  Tillman  is  entitled  to  a  stay  of 
execution  while  he  appeals  his  conviction  and  death  sentence  to  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court,  the  Utah  Supreme  Court  ruled  Monday. 

'The  Utah  justices  gave  Tillman’s  defense  attorney,  James  N.  Barber,  10 
days  to  file  a  motion  for  a  new  stay. 

The  stay  would  remain  in  effect  until  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  disposes  of 
the  appeal,  the  state  high  court  said  The  Utah  attorney  general’s  office  had 
asked  the  Utah  court  to  lift  the  stay  currently  in  place  in  the  Tillman  case.  n  am 

Assistant  Utah  Attorney  General  Sandra  Sjogren  reminded  the  justices 
that  they  rejected  Tillman’s  appeal  in  February  and  argued  that  the  stay  ■  ■ 
should  thus  be  lifted  to  allow  the  state  to  seek  a  new  death  warrant. 

However,  the  justices  decided  that  since  it  was  almost  certain  an  appeal  of 
their  ruling  in  Tillman’s  case  —  and  a  new  stay  of  execution  —  were  forthcom¬ 
ing,  it  made  little  sense  to  get  a  new  death  warrant  at  this  point  in  the  appellate 
process. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Utah 
Power  &  Light  Co.  is  better  prepared 
to  meet  the  future  because  of  the  ac¬ 
tions  it  took  in  1987,  including  signing 
a  merger  agreement  with  PacifiCorp. 
and  cutting  operating  costs  by  $31 
million,  says  UP&L  President  Frank 
N.  Davis. 

“Something  fundamental  happened 
...  .  We  came  face  to  face  with  the 
future,”  Davis  told  2,000  sharehold¬ 
ers  observing  the  utility’s  75th  an¬ 
niversary  here  Monday.  “There’s  one 
word  to  describe  what  we  saw;  Com¬ 
petition.  Maybe  two  words:  fierce 
competition.” 

He  said  competition  was  the  prime- 
mover  behind  UP&L’s  decisions  to 
cut  costs,  improve  its  central  Utah 
coal-mining  operations  and  sign  a  $1.8 
billion  merger  agreement  with  the 
Portland,  Ore. -based  PacifiCorp. 

UP&L’s  austerity  program  — 
which  beside  layoffs  and  early  retire¬ 
ments  of  hundreds  of  workers  in¬ 
cluded  increased  coal  production  and 
refinancing  of  about  $442  million  in 
high  interest  securities  —  resulted  in 
record  earnings  dpring.a:  year  when 
Wnual  revenues  droppied  $2  million 
from  1^86,  Davis .saiid.  '^i;  '  ''  i 

Earnings  available  for  common 
stockholders  in  1987  were  $140  mil¬ 
lion,  or  $2.39  per  share,  on  total  rev¬ 
enues  of  $983  million.  A  97-pereent 
payout  ratio  meant  $136  million  in 
earnings  went  to  shareholders,  he 
added. 

But  UP&L’s  major  move  to  brace 
for  the  future  was  the  merger.  The 
agreement,  if  approved  by  state  and 


federal  regulators,  would  be  the 
largest  in  the  industry  in  more  than  50 
years.  The  merger  would  create  a 
utility  with  $8  billion  in  assets  serving 
more  than  a  million  customers  in 
seven  western  states. 

UP&L  Chairman  John  A. 
Lindquist  said  the  deal  would  appre¬ 
ciate  the  market  value  of  sharehold¬ 
ers’  UP&L  stock  while  making  them 
part  of  a  financially  strong  and  more 
competitive  company. 

If  the  merger  goes  through,  each 
share  of  UP&L  stock  will  be  ex¬ 
changed  for  .909  to  .957  of  a  share  of 
PacifiCorp,  giving  the  stock  swap  a 
total  value  between  $1.8  billion  to  $2 
billion,  he  said. 

PaciflCorp’s  1987  earnings  were 
$249  million,  or  $3.60  per  share,  on 
revenues  of  $2.2  billion.  Lindquist 
said  the  diversified  northwest  energy 
company  expects  to  maintain  its  re¬ 
cently  revised  $2.64  annual  dividend. 

As  shareholders  heard  the  merger 
praised,  the  state  Public  Service 
Commission  listened  to  attorneys  ar¬ 
guing  for  and  against  the  deal.

UP&L  has  promised  the  merger 
would  lower  power  rates  5  percent  to 
10  percent  in  the  next  five  years,  due 
to  increased  efficiency  and  revenues.

the  long  run. 

Moss  previously  worked  as  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  anti-drug  and  alco¬ 
hol  abuse  organization  Allied  Youth, 
Inc. 

He  emphasizes  prevention  as  the 
key  to  countering  the  problem.  “If 
you  can  get  to  these  young  people 
soon  enough  and  educate  them  to  the 
real  risks  involved . . .  you  can  get  cer¬ 
tain  numbers  of  them  to  choose  not  to 
use  it. 

“We  need  to  do  a  lot  more  than  just 
say  no.  Drug  education  needs  to  start 
at  the  youngest  level,”  said  Moss.  The 
candidate  also  favors  an  increased 
military  presence  in  the  drug  war. 
“We  need  to  mobilize  our  military 
forces  to  interdict  the  drugs.  We  are 
at  war  with  these  drug  dealers,  just 
as  clearly  as  if  an  enemy  was  firing 
missiles  or  attacking  our  shore  lines.” 

Moss  is  opposed  to  the  Army’s  plan 
to  build  a  germ  warfare  laboratory  at 
Dugway  Proving  Grounds.  “In  the 
past  Utahns  have  been  tested, 
probed,  gassed  and  bombarded  with 
radiation.  The  state  doesn’t  need  any 
more  of  that,  and  I  think  they  should 
take  the  lab  and  put  it  somewhere 
else,  if  they  even  need  a  lab,”  he  said. 

The  recent  address  delivered  to 
BYU  law  and  political  science  stu¬ 
dents  by  former  Supreme  Court  nom¬ 
inee  Robert  H.  Bork  as  a  favor  to 
Senator  Hatch  was  unfair  to  Utah 
State  University  because  USU  had 
paid  Bork  $12,500  to  give  what  they 
thought  would  be  Bork’s  first  speech 
to  Utahns,  said  Moss. 

“BYU  did  nothing  wrong  in  having 
Sen.  Hatch  offer  Judge  Bork  to  come 
speak,  and  they  said  yes.  The  point 
was  USU  was  promised  that  Judge 
Bork  would  come  here  and  give  the 
first  speech  west  of  the  Mississippi.  It 
cost  them  the  $12,500  plus'  expenses 
and  the  promise  wasn’t  delivered,” 
said  Moss. 

As  a  result.  Moss  contends  that  be¬ 
cause  the  USU  speech  was  given  at 
the  tail  end  of  Bork’s  visit,  it  received 
very  little  media  coverage  as  com¬ 
pared  to  the  BYU  address  and  a 
Hatch  campaign  fundraiser  featuring 
Bork  that  netted  $60,000.  “They 
(USU)  got  the  short  end  of  the  stick 
. . .  and  Orrin  Hatch  got  the  money.  He 
(Hatch)  could  afford  to  take  $12,500 
from  the  $60,000  he  netted  at  the 
fundraiser  and  give  it  back  to  USU. 
That’s  only  fair,”  said  Moss.

Utah’s  current  economic  situation  was  the  topic  of  de¬ 
bate  at  the  recent  Utah  Taxes  Now  Conference. 

“The  way  to  resolve  most  of  Utah’s  economic  problems 
is  to  create  p’eater  wealth  in  the  state,”  said  Joseph 
Cannon,  president  of  Geneva  Steel,  in  his  remarks  at  the 
conference. 

He  explained  that  the  government  cannot  actually  cre¬ 
ate  wealth  through  the  public  sector,  but  the  government 
can  encourage  individual  initiative. 

'Thayne  Robson,  University  of  Utah  economist,  said 
productivity  must  increase  through  a  better  trained,  bet¬ 
ter  motivated  and  better  managed  work  force. 

“We  ^e  a  society  that  wants  to  consume  more  than 
we’re  willing  to  produce  and  we  want  to  pay  for  that  by 
borrowing  from  foreigners.  We  are  not  willing  to  save  and 
invest  —  we  want  to  consume  and  spend.” 

The  key  to  Utah’s  future  is  not  inside  Utah  but  in  the 
national  and  world  market  beyond  Utah,  according  to 
Robson.  “Historically  we  always  thought  that  the  service 
sector  was  a  pot-stirring  sector.  But  now  we  have  a  fairly 


large  employment  in  Utah  in  the  service  sector  in  firms 
like  American  Express,  Nice  Corporation,  Fidelity  and 
others  that  are  servicing  national  markets,”  he  explained 

Cannon  said  a  change  needs  to  be  made  so  profits  stay  in 
Utah. 

He  outlined  a  strategy  for  marketing  Utah  to  the  nation 
and  the  world  and  said  the  administration  needs  to  look  at 
the  state  as  a  business  and  determine  what  its  strengths 
and  weaknesses  are.  Utahns  need  to  create  an  attitude 
that  it  is  terrific  to  live  here  in  Utah,  he  said. 

Cannon  noted  strengths,  including  Utah’s  highly  edu¬ 
cated  work  force,  a  great  natural  resource  base,  lifestyle 
and  strategic  location. 

He  noted  as  a  weakness  Utah’s  capital  formation  prob¬ 
lem.  There  is  no  Utah  money  in  Geneva  Steel,  he  said,  and 
he  called  Utah  a  “colony  state.  ” 

Kennecott  as  well  as  most  of  the  other  large  companies 
in  Utah  send  their  profits  out  of  state,  according  to  Can¬ 
non. 

There  are  several  factors  which  indicate  that  Utah  will 
grow  and  develop  economically,  said  Cannon.  “We  are  in  a 
situation  with  a  lot  of  problems,  but  Utah  is  poised  on  the 
verge  of  great  economic  developmi  ‘iit .  ”

Timpanogos  Cave 
opens  for  66th  year; 
attracts  thousands

Timpanogos  Cave,  the  only  na¬ 
tional  monument  in  Utah  County, 
opened  for  its  66th  year  on  May  7. 

Scott  Isaacson,  chief  ranger  at  the 
monument,  said,  “Daily  tours  at  the 
monument  are  conducted  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  local  volunteers.” 

More  than  88,400  people  visited  the 
cave  last  year,  Isaacson  said.

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Computers  aid  in  designing  models 

Students  to  create  prototypes

BYU’s  Design  Engineering  Tech¬ 
nology  Department  (DET)  recently 
developed  a  new  application  to  the 
ongoing  wave  of  computer  advance¬ 
ment,  according  to  a  department  as¬ 
sistant  professor. 

An  optomistic  relationship  be¬ 
tween  Computer  Aided  Design,  or 
CAD,  and  Computer  Aided  Manu¬ 
facturing,  or  CAM,  has  been  devel¬ 
oped  by  the  department,  said  Greg 
Jensen. 

Computer-designed  and  manufac¬ 
tured  gliders  will  take  to  the  air  over 
the  Point  of  the  Mountain  in  June  to 
complete  a  project  originally  started 
by  the  winter  term  students  in  the 
department. 

DET  design  students  are  required 
to  design  their  glider-aircraft  using 
the  computer.  These  will  eventually 
be  machined  and  fabricated  into 
lightweight  plastic  prototypes,  or 
original  models,  using  the  CAD- 
CAM  process.  The  final  exam  takes 
place  in  the  form  of  an  airshow, 
where  the  gliders  will  be  launched 
and  radio  controlled,  according  to 
Jordan  Cox,  department  assistant 
professor. 

Jensen  said,  “The  graphics  feature 
of  the  computer  can  detail  a  desir¬ 
able  image  of  what  is  to  be  manufac¬ 
tured.” 

According  to  Jensen,  the  image  is 
an  X-Y-Z  axis-oriented  display  of  a 
three-dimensional  model.  The  ma-

Aided  Design  (CAD)  and  Computer  Aided  Man- 


chine  tool  can  then  receive  the  data 
from  the  computer  and  perform  a  se¬ 
ries  of  operations  to  manufacture  a 
finished  product.  This  process  is  com¬ 
monly  referred  to  as  numerical  con¬ 
trol,  or  NC,  machining. 


According  to  Jensen,  the  prospects 
for  using  this  technology  in  industry 
are  promising.  “Some  manufacturers 
are  using  the  CAD-CAM  systems  on  a 
limited  basis,”  said  Jensen. 

Perry  W.  Carter,  assistant  depart¬ 


ment  professor  said,  “This  process 
is  a  great  advantage  to  the  manufac¬ 
turing  industry  which  has  regular 
changes  in  production,  because 
CAD-CAM  systems  can  make  the 
necessary  changes  quickly.”

Assertiveness  training  course  offered

Even  intelligent,  capable  people 
are  at  a  disadvantage  in  life  if  they  are 
unassertive,  said  a  BYU  counselor. 

To  help  people  overcome  this  prob¬ 
lem,  the  BYU  Comprehensive  Clinic 
will  be  offering  an  eight-week  as¬ 
sertiveness  training  course  starting 
May  19. 

•  “Lack  of  assertiveness  is  a  detri¬ 
ment  especially  in  looking  for  a  job. 
Timid  students  are  afraid  to  go  out 
and  present  themselves  in  a  positive 
way.  They  don’t  know  what  to  say  in  a 
job  interview,”  said  Dr.  Wayne  Her- 
lin,  assistant  director  of  the  Counsel¬ 


ing  and  Development  Center.  Herlin 
said  he  worked  with  a  student  who 
had  graduated  with  excellent  grades 
but  had  great  difficulty  getting  a  job. 

“Some  students  are  naturally  as¬ 
sertive,  but  others  have  to  develop  it 
(assertiveness) ,  ”  he  said. 

Problems  for  nonassertive  people 
do  not  end  with  job  situations. 
Corinne  Halls,  student  therapist,  said 
people  who  find  it  difficult  to  receive 
compliments,  to  meet  people  in  social 
situations  or  to  give  and  receive  criti¬ 
cism  are  good  candidates  for  an  as¬ 
sertiveness  training  course. 

“Being  assertive  means  taking  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  having  your  needs 
met.  It  is  not  being  aggressive,  which 


will  just  turn  people  off,”  she  said. 
Halls  explained  the  techniques  the 
clinic  uses. 

“The  first  session  is  an  introduc¬ 
tion.  We  teach  what  assertiveness  is, 
what  aggression  is  and  some  basic  hu¬ 
man  rights.” 

In  later  sessions  class  members  will 
act  out  situations  such  as  job  inter¬ 
views,  social  introductions  or  argu¬ 
ments. 

The  classes  will  also  work  on  how  to 
look  and  sound  assertive. 

Herlin  said  not  expressing  your 
ideas  and  opinions  hurts  everyone.  “If 
you  are  an  engineer  with  some  great 
ideas,  but  you  do  not  submit  your 
ideas,  you  may  be  passed  over  for  a 


promotion  or  lose  your  job.  And  your 
company  could  not  benefit  or  grow.”

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Commissioner  discusses  service 

LDS  civic,  community  involvement  important,  says  Goodson

A  member  of  the  Colorado  Gover¬ 
nor’s  Commission  on  Commerce  and 
Industry,  and  BYU  ^aduate  advised 
more  than  80  School  of  Management 
students  Thursday  to  become  more 
involved  in  civic  and  community  af¬ 
fairs. 

“The  LDS  attitude  that  is  preva¬ 
lent  in  communities  today  is  that 
we’re  just  too  busy  to  get  involved, 
that  we  are  so  tied  up  in  our  church 
responsibilities  and  we  have  such 
obligations  to  our  families,  that  we 
just  simply  cannot  take  on  any  other 
responsibility,”  said  Grant  Goodson, 
an  elected  official  from  Denver,  Colo. 

As  part  of  the  School  of  Manage¬ 
ment’s  Executive-Entrepreneur  Lec¬ 
ture  Series,  Goodson  talked  about  the 
four  major  areas  in  the  lives  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  'The  Chruch  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  focusing  on  com¬ 


munity  service  but  also  discussing  the 
family,  the  job  and  the  Clhurch. 

“Comrnunity  service  on  top  of  ev¬ 
erything  else  takes  great  dedication, 
sacrifice  and  work,”  he  said.  “I’m 
telling  you  this  for  one  reason  and 
that  is  that  you  can  get  involved  and 
you  can  make  a  difference.” 

He  said  that  if  Latter-day  Saints 
don’t  begin  to  get  involved  in  the 
schools,  city,  county  and  national  gov¬ 
ernments,  and  communities,  there  is 
a  danger  of  “losing  the  sanctity  and 
the  structure  of  everything  that  we 
hold  dear  to  us.” 

Goodson  said,  during  the  past  17 
years  he  spent  in  public  service  he 
never  met  another  member  of  the 
Church  serving  in  public  office.  “Now 
that’s  a  shame,  and  it’s  almost  a  sin,” 
he  said. 

Goodson  told  students  who  are 
planning  a  career  that  will  involve 
them  in  government  to  be  careful  of 
the  “fever”  that  often  accompanies  a 


public  office.  “You’ve  got  to  be  care¬ 
ful,”  he  said.  “You  will  get  the  fever 
and  you’ll  want  to  go  on  and  on  and  on. 
There  is  a  definite  attraction  there 
that  you  need  to  be  careful  of. 

“When  we  find  ourselves  thinking 
that  we’re  always  too  busy,”  Goodson 
said. 

“That’s  when  we  really  need  to 
start  asking  ourselves  what’s  really 
important  and  what  are  the  things  in 
life  that  really  mean  something  to 
me.”

Outstanding  athletes 

Fredericks,  a  freshman  from 
Namibia,  South  West  Africa,  was 
named  the  outstanding  athlete  of  the 
WAC  track  tournament  two  weeks 
ago  when  he  swept  the  competition  in 
the  100-  and  200-meter  sprints. 

Hesse,  a  freshman  from  Ghana, 
West  Africa,  beat  out  stiff  competi¬ 
tion  for  first  place  honors  in  the  400- 
meter  run. 

Although  their  homelands  lie  on  the 
African  Coast,  they  are  separated  by 
nearly  1,000  miles  and  two  widely 
varying  forms  of  government. 

Hesse,  Ghana’s  top  sprinter  in  the 
400  for  the  past  four  years,  lives  in  a 
political  situation  which  will  allow  him 
to  run  for  his  country  as  a  member  of 
its  Olympic  team.

Political  considerations 

Fredericks,  one  of  Namibia’s 
fastest  sprinters,  is  not  as  fortunate. 
His  country  has  no  Olympic  team. 
Namibia  is  still  under  the  domination 
of  South  Africa,  a  country  which  has 
been  sanctioned  by  the  Olympic  Com¬ 
mittee  for  human  rights  violations. 

Participating  in  the  Olympics  has 
been  a  dream  for  both  athletes  since 
they  began  running  while  in  their 
teens. 

F or  Fredericks,  a  computer  science 
major,  his  only  option  for  taking  part 
in  the  Olympics  would  be  to  take  up 
citizenship  with  and  run  for  another 
country. 

“It’s  not  an  easy  thing  to  do,  to 
become  a  member  of  another  country 
just  to  run  in  the  Olympics,’’  said 
Fredericks,  citing  South  African  mid¬ 
dle-distance  runner  Zola  Budd  as  an 
example  of  an  athlete  that  has  used 
that  option. 

Budd,  who  took  up  citizenship  in 
England  and  ran  for  the  British  team 
in  the  1984  Olympic  games,  recently 
dropped  out  of  international  competi¬ 
tion  when  the  International  Amateur 
Athletics  Federation  (lAAF)  threat¬ 
ened  that  Britain  itself  would  be 
banned  from  the  games  if  Budd  were 
allowed  to  run. 

Because  South  African  athletes,  re¬ 
gardless  of  color,  who  run  under  an¬ 
other  nation’s  flag  are  often  identified 
with  the  apartheid  regime  of  their  na¬ 
tive  country,  there  is  little  chance  of 
them  overcoming  the  same  discrimi¬ 
nation  encountered  by  Budd. 

Fredericks  would  most  probably 
encounter  equal  pressure  from  lAAF 
officials  and  anti-aparteid  groups. 

The  only  other  thing  Fredericks 
can  do  is  look  forward  to  1992  and 
hope  that  his  country  gains  its  inde¬ 
pendence  before  the  next  Olympic 
games. 

“Since  I  was  five  years  old,  we’ve 
talked  about  gaining  our  indepen¬ 
dence,’’  said  Fredericks.  “Now,  I’m 
20.  It’s  been  15  years  and  it  still  hasn’t 
happened.” 

Fredericks  said  that  he  felt  that 
there  was  little  chance  of  things 
changing  in  Namibia  within  the  near 
future. 

Two  athletes,  two  governments. 

NCAA  tournament 

Many  athletes  like  Fredericks  are 
denied  the  opportunity  to  display 
their  talents  in  a  competition  like  the 
Olympic  games  because  of  political 
reasoning  beyond  their  control. 

For  now,  Fredericks  and  Hesse  are 
concentrating  on  the  NCAA  champi¬ 
onships. 

For  Hesse,  20,  his  experience  at 
the  NCAA  tournament  will  be  the 
closest  he  can  come  to  what  the 
Olympic  games  will  actually  be  like.  It 
is  possible  that  he  will  run  against 
many  of  the  same  sprinters  that  will 
be  competing  against  him  in  Seoul 
this  September.

The  Jazz,  trying  to  advance  past  the  second  round  for 
the  first  time,  looked  like  they  might  grab  a  3-1  lead  in  the 
series. 

But  the  Lakers,  behind  stars  Kareem  Abdul-Jabbar 
and  Magic  Johnson,  took  control  midway  into  the  third 
period,  outscoring  the  Jazz  28-11  for  the  remainder  of  the 
quarter.  Johnson  scored  10  points  during  the  quarter  and 
Abdul-Jabbar’s  patented  sky  hook  was  unstoppable. 

Mark  Eaton,  who  held  Abdul-Jabbar  to  16  combined 
points  in  Utah’s  two  victories,  got  into  foul  trouble  as 
Abdul-Jabbar  finished  with  20  points. 

Eaton  played  only  21  minutes  in  the  second  half  and  was 
sidelined  with  Utah  ahead  69-67  and  the  Lakers  in  the 
midst  of  their  run. 

Karl  Malone  led  Utah  with  29  points.
